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Thompson goes to 
Ottawa, again

Myron Thompson, Reform 
MP once again won the Wildrose 
riding by what could be called a 
landslide. 

At press time Monday night, 
Thompson had secured about 
75% of the votes in the riding. 

When Thompson woke up this 
morning he said he felt confident 
in his ability to take the riding 
with an overwhelming majority. 

"I was confident we were go¬ 
ing to do well because all of the 
indications pointed that way. 
But, I also thought this morning 
that I would be glad when the 
day was over," said Thompson at 
his victory celebration Monday 
night. 

Thompson said the unique 
hurdle with representing this 
constituency is that there is such 
a diversity in within the bounda¬ 


ries. He pointed to agriculture, 
natural park space in Banff, log¬ 
ging industry, the oil and gas 
industry, and the indian reserves. 

"This riding needs what the 
whole country needs a balanced 
budget, lower taxes and a strong 
justice system becuase we don't 
have a justice system now," he 
said only moments after he real¬ 
ized the Reform Party would take 
over official opposition status 
from the Bloc Quebecois. 

Thompson joined in the cheer¬ 
ing when the numbers for Re¬ 
form started to lean in that direc¬ 
tion. 

With 301 seats up for grabs in 
this election the Reform party 
had taken more than 60 seats in 
the House of Commons by 9:30 
p.m.

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School meeting 
cancelled

Chinook's Edge representa¬ 
tives pulled the plug on a meeting 
that would have given school coun¬ 
cils and parents the chance to 
have their concerns addressed. 

In a letter to the school council 
chairs, Chinook's Edge School 
Board chair cited the reasons for 
the cancellation. 

"Realizing that the school coun¬ 
cil meeting was coming up so fast, 
our Central Office staff were try¬ 
ing their best to have their pres¬ 
entations ready. I realized late 
Tuesday night that this was be¬ 
coming a very hard task to accom¬ 
plish along with their regular du¬ 
ties of trying to complete the 
teacher transfers, new teacher 
contracts, school budgets, etc. etc." 

Another reason given to the 
school councils was that because 
there are three assistant superin¬ 
tendents leaving and there would 
not be enough staff on hand to 
properly field questions. 

Local trustee Deb Cousins 
questions the validity of what she 
called "excuses." 

"It was the only chance before 
the school year ended the parents 
and the councils would have had 
to have their questions answered. 
I feel this was not good public 
relations with the community be¬ 
cause they have closed the doors 
of communication between the 
upper and lower level of school 
government," said Cousins. 


Some council chairs were un¬ 
happy with the move for a number 
of reasons including late notifica¬ 
tion and feelings that the meeting 
could have been held despite the 
absence of some of the assistant 
superintendents. 

"I am not entirely comfortable 
with the fact that there was a real 
need to cancel it," said Cal 
Ausenhus, Didsbury's school coun¬ 
cil chairman. But, he added, "We 
still have a good working relation¬ 
ship between central office and 
this school council despite the fact 
we do share some of the concerns 
with other councils." 

The phone calls to the council 
chairs started early in the morn¬ 
ing but some were notified only 
hours before the meeting was to 
begin. 

The meeting has been resched¬ 
uled to take place in the fall. 

In other school board news, a 
special school board meeting that 
was to be held Monday was also 
cancelled when Cousins and Anne- 
Marie Brown, Olds trustee, pre¬ 
sented a letter to the chairwoman 
stating the meeting was "uncon¬ 
stitutional" accordingto the School 
Act. 

The two said they were not 
properly notified of the meeting 
that was to include discussions of 
the contract renewal of superin¬ 
tendent Dr. Altha Neilsen. This 
meeting was rescheduled to 
Wednesday morning.

Thompson said he plans to cre¬ 
ate a high profile for this riding. 

When I get to Ottawa, they'll 
know Wildrose exists," he bel¬ 
lowed. 

Thompson said he expects the 
leader of the caucus, Preston 
Manning to call a meeting very 
quickly to prepare for the change 
in their status to official opposi¬ 
tion. 

He added that he believes Man¬ 
ning, "is a man of integrity,” and 
he especially liked the comment 
made by Manning when asked if 
he would move into the official 


opposition residence in Ottawa 
and Manning responded, "No, sell 
it." Thompson said the money 
could be put towards the debt. 

Thompson moved from the 
United States to Sundre in 1968 
where he and his wife Dorothy 
still reside. 

He was employed by the Sundre 
Junior and Senior High School 
for 23 years where he worked as a 
teacher, guidance councillor and 
principal. He also served as a town 
councillor and Mayor of Sundre. 
He first won the Wildrose seat in 
October of 1993.

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“Ralph's Reinvestment”: ReUecoration or reward? 


LETS TALK TAXES is a

In his first full term as Pre¬ 
mier, Mr. Klein presided over 
costcutting, business-planning, 
budget balancing “Ralph's Revo¬ 
lution” While the renovations’ 
are far from complete (indeed, 
hopefully, improvements and 
innovations in service delivery 
will be an ongoing focus), the 
jury's still out on where Mr. 
Klein’s “stay-the-course” 
growth-managing second term is 
heading. 

The outcome of the much her¬ 
alded Alberta Growth Summit, 
to be held in Edmonton Septem¬ 
ber 29-30, will provide some an¬ 
swers. The Summit “is aimed at 
building consensus among all 
sectors of Alberta’s economy for 
determining how the province 
should respond to the pressures 
associated with growth.” Eighty 
delegates, 40 from each of the 
private and public sectors, are 
currently being selected to rec¬ 
ommend what ‘policies and ac¬ 
tion [are] needed to ensure sus¬ 
tainable and broad-based growth 
in Alberta. ” The participants will 
be split into seven sectors”: Gov¬ 
ernment, Labour, Social 
Economy, MUSH (municipali¬ 
ties, universities, schools and 
hospitals), Business and Indus¬ 
try, Energy, and Agriculture and 
Rural Development. 


According to the Premier, 
“we’ll look at how our province 
can respond to these pressures 
and to the rising demand for pub¬ 
lic services while continuing to 
live within our means “ 

Pardon me? Growth pressures 
AND rising demand for public 
services”? Certainly economic 
and population expansion will 
heighten spending needs, for 
things such as infrastructure and 
more public services personnel. 
But “rising demand for Public 
services”? Perhaps Ralph’s 
thinking about the demands of 
the vast array of interest groups 
well represented at the summit. 
But that comment should cause 
average Albertans, the majority 
of whom recently endorsed 
Ralph’s downsizing Revolution, ” 
to at least unfurl red flags. 

The last time Alberta was 
laced with “pressuresofgrowth,” 
during the oil boom days, the 
Alberta Government built up 
expectations - demand for gov¬ 
ernment services - only to have 
the bottom fail out on the rev¬ 
enue side. The spending side, 
meanwhile, fueled by those ex¬ 
pectations, proved difficult to 
restrain. Albertans have, are, and 
will be paying for the debt that 
resulted. 

The Summit gives various 
groups a forum to push for big¬ 
ger government. As interest costs 
fall there is a danger that pro¬ 
gram expenditure will climb. In 


other words, overall spending 
remains about the same, but the 
size of government as defined by 
expenditures on goods and serv¬ 
ices (net of interest costs,) grows. 
So far, most of the savings real¬ 
ised by paying down debt have 
gone to programs. 

Also important to consider is 
that the legislated requirement 
that all of Em annual surplus go 
to debt has been replaced by a 
less stringent law. Previously, if 
more revenue was coming into 
the government’s coffers during 
the year than had been expected 
resulting in mid-year projection 
of a larger than expected surplus 
it couldn’t be spent on anything 
but debt reduction. Alberta ex¬ 
perienced two consecutive billion 
dollsir surpluses and this year’s 
will be over two billion. Now, the 
only requirement is that any 
yeEir-end surplus go to debt. If 
revenues are surging, they can 
be spent, provided enough is left 
to meike all average payment of 
$450 million to debt. 

It’s up to Albertans to make 
noise before September's Sum¬ 
mit. More of interest cost sav¬ 
ings should go to debt and tax 
relief, and any program spend¬ 
ing increases should target Al¬ 
bertans’ priorities for growth, not 
interest groups. “Ralph’s Rein¬ 
vestment” should be “REdph’s 
Reward,” not “Ralph’s Redeco¬ 
ration.”

The critical years for lan¬ 
guage learning are between 
birth and five years of age. 
Therefore, the earlier a speech 
and language problem is iden¬ 
tified, the more effective the 
intervention will be. There is 
evidence that nearly two-thirds 
of children identified before age 
two as late talkers continue to 
show delays in expressive lan¬ 
guage at age three. For more 
than half the children who con¬ 
tinue to have problems at age 
four, the risk of developing 
learning disabilities is very 
high. Furthermore, up to 75% 
of preschoolers with language 
delays displayed persisting 
speech and language problems 
in later childhood and between 
53 - 59% of children who have 
language disorders show diffi¬ 
culty reaming to read. When a 
child can not make him/herself 
understood, problems with so¬ 
cial interactions, behavior and/ 
or self esteem may also result. 
Therefore, intervention should 
begin early to prevent or re- 
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duce the severity of the lan¬ 
guage delay as well as the ac¬ 
companying difficulties that 
children may experience with 
social interactions, behavior 
and self-esteem. Early inter¬ 
vention may help prevent later 
learning disabilities. 

Parent involvement is very 
important for a child’s success 
in learning speech and lan¬ 
guage. If your child is two years 
old and not talking, there are 
parent-child sessions at the Dis¬ 
trict Health Services which 
gives parents ideas on how to 
help their child learn and prac¬ 
tice their speech and language 
at home. 

The earlier the problem is 
identified, the greater the 
chance for faster and more suc¬ 
cessful results.

Provincial smoking ban proposed 


Dear Editor: 

The Klein government is ac¬ 
tively promoting the next level of 
privatization of our health care 
system. The Health Resource 
Group ("HRG") a private, "for- 
profit" corporation will soon open 
the first private hospital in Al¬ 
berta. 

Three Calgary hospitals have 
been closed because the govern¬ 
ment believes they are no longer 
needed. Now one of those build¬ 
ings, the former Grace Hospital 
is being equipped by HRG to of¬ 
fer a range of medical services 
including acute care services. Co¬ 
incidentally, the CEO of Health 
Resources Group is Jim 
Saunders. As former Chief Oper¬ 
ating Officer of the Calgary Re¬ 
gional Health Authority, Mr. 
Saunders played a key role in the 
closure of the three hospitals in 
Calgary, including the Grace 
Hospital. 

The public health system will 
be eroded by the introduction of 
private hospitals such as HRG. 
Mr. Saunders has publicly stated 
that HRG hopes to contract with 
the WCB for rehabilitative health 
services. Currently, the Work¬ 
ers’ Compensation Board pro¬ 
vides almost $74 million dollars 
to hospitals, physiotherapists and 
other health care service provid¬ 
ers for rehabilitative services for 
their claimants. The HRG could 
remove much of that $74 million 
out of our public heath care sys¬ 
tem. In addition, HRG would also 
like to provide certain insured 
services like ear, nose and throat 
operations. Mr Saunders has also 
speculated on contracting with 


during busy times. 

It has been the experience in 
the United States that private 
hospitals tend to perform the high 
return, high tech procedures and 
leave longer term more difficult 
cases for the public hospitals. The 
best doctors and specialists are 
also tempted to leave the public 
system for the lure of more money 
in the private system. In addi¬ 
tion, the health care system in 
the United States costs more than 
twice as much to operate as the 
public health system in Alberta. 

Neither the Premier nor the 
Minister of Heath are willing to 
stop this incursion of Ameri¬ 
canized health care into Alberta. 
They have consistently refused 
to say that HRG will not receive 
public money for services that 
are already covered under the 
public system. This could be sim¬ 
ply achieved by either the Pre¬ 
mier or the Minister stating that 
no Regional Health Authority or 
other publicly funded agency 
shall be allowed to contract serv¬ 
ices with HRG. Strong leader¬ 
ship is important to the preser¬ 
vation of our publicly funded 
health care system. To date, the 
Premier and the Minister have 
not shown that leadership. 

The Alberta Liberal Caucus 
believes that Alberta should have 
a health care system that works 
for all of us regardless of how 
much money we have. We urge 
you to let Premier Klein or Health 
Minister Halvar Jonson know 
Albertans do not want a two-tier 
Americanized health care system.

Dear Editor: 

The Alberta Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment recently gave second 
reading to Bill 205 Protection 
From Secondhand Smoke in 
Public Buildings Act, which 
would ban smoking in provin- 
cially operated buildings. Final 
vote will take place in the next 
few weeks. 

The bill would allow the Al¬ 
berta Government to serve as a 
healthy role model by promot¬ 
ing smoke-free indoor areas and 
work sites. This message is con¬ 
sistent with the government’s 
health reform initiatives and 
its efforts to reduce demands 
on the health system. 


The bill also supports the 
government’s fiscal reform 
agenda by promoting improved 
worker health and productiv¬ 
ity. According to Labour 
Canada, these costs amount to 
several hundred dollars per 
smoking employee in terms of 
absenteeism, lost productivity, 
and cleaning costs. 

The bill would help to bring 
the provincial government in 
line with thousands of private 
sector employers in Alberta who 
have already declared their 
workplaces smoke-free. 

Alberta is only one of three 
remaining provinces (in addi¬ 
tion to Quebec and P.E.I.) that 


does not provide a smoke-free 
workplace for all of its employ¬ 
ees. 

The bill would help to set 
the stage for the Alberta To¬ 
bacco Reduction Plan - a multi¬ 
million dollar strategy aimed 
at reducing tobacco use by 5 
percent over the next three 
years. 

I urge Albertans to call and 
write Premier Klein phone:

their MLA’s. Ask them to sup¬ 
port Bill 205.

The more things change, the more they stay the same 

Walking through the School-room display at the museum, I came across a number of old school 
notebooks. One that caught my eye was an art book by one of the schools former students. 
Unfortunately, the book was not dated but contained the notes of a young fellow, probably grade 
6 or 7. The notes are on the subject of art and decorating and most likely was written sometime 
in the first half of this century. As the title suggests, the more things change, the more they stay 
the same . Read the following excerpt from these old notes and see if you agree. 

The Dining Room 

"The dining room should be a place of good cheer and hospitality. Quiet dignity should be 
developed in the selection of furniture and other decorative features. The spirit of good cheer is 
perhaps best developed by low values of grays, orange, brown or red. Light colours which are not 
too aggressive will also do for the colour scheme of a dining room." 

Although the colours we choose may vary from year to year, it seems to me that even today 
this is a most accurate description of an ideal dining room. If you take a walk through the 
museum, you will note that the colours mentioned are everywhere. I have spotted pieces of 
linoleum here in muted shades of red with floral patterns in soft pinks, blues and golds. There 
are many china patterns in oranges and reds, displayed in front of tapestries of similar colour. 
It fascinates me that you can read a short story like this one and then take a walk and almost 
see what the author is talking about. It also amazes me that the story, although written many 
years ago, still rings true. The dining room should be a place of good cheer and hospitality, don’t 
you think, in fact this is how the world should be. Yes, I believe it is true, the more things change, 
the more they stay the same; and I think this is a good thing. 

Todays Trivia: 1907 - Census in Didsbury reported 709 residents, twelve more than 
the town of Olds. I guess some things do change!

PROPER LIGHTING 


Many people consider 
proper lighting to be an 
essential element in preventive 
eye care. Mothers have been 
haranguing children for 
decades, if not centuries, about 
not reading in poor light. Their 
intentions are admirable, but the 
fact is that you cannot harm 
your eyes by reading or doing 
any kind of seeing in less than 
"good" light. 

This does not mean you 
should read in the dark. There 
is a proper level and location of 
light for reading that will help 
you see better and cut down on 
eyestrain. However, this is a 
matter of comfort, not medical 
health 


The best light setup for 
reading is when the light source 
is located behind you and is 
directed onto the page. In this 
way, what you are looking at 
will be light, but you will not 
have light glaring off the white 
page into your eyes. Within 
reasonable bounds, the brighter 
the light, the better, since it will 
provide more contrast and 
make the words easier to read.

Handbags 
in history 


Explore the evolution of a 
fashion accessory which, for 
many women, is a necessary 
e\i\--the purse. A new display 
by the Glenbow Museum in Cal¬ 
gary shows how fashion created 
the need for small handbags. 
The exhibit also explores how 
the changing role of women in 
society has been reflected in 
handbag styles. Women's Hand¬ 
bags will be on display from 
May 21 through August at the 
Roulston Museum in Carstairs. 

In the early nineteenth cen¬ 
tury, the style in women’s cloth¬ 
ing was for a slim, narrow sil¬ 
houette that made pockets im¬ 
practical. Ladies began knitting, 
crocheting, embroidering and 
beading bags for: carrying hand¬ 
kerchiefs, a few coins, or other 
small belongings. By the end of 
the nineteenth century, techno¬ 
logical developments made it 
possible for companies to mass 
produce beaded handbags. 
These became increasingly 
popular as women became more 
and more active outside their 
households. 

Women’s Handbags features 
a wide range of early handbags, 
from a hand embroidered beaded 
fabric bag made in the 1900s, to 
a gun- metal mesh purse made 
between 1900 and 1920. Indis¬ 
pensable accessories which 
would have been carried in the 
purses, such as lipstick and nail 
polishing paste, are also shown.

workers. There are several fac¬ 
tors to consider when designing 
a new dairy or livestock barn. 

“Dairies and hog barns have 
some specific issues but many of 
the engineering principles apply 
to any type of barn,” says Robert 
Borg, regional engineer with Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and Ru¬ 
ral Development. “The first con¬ 
sideration is the cost of electri¬ 
cal components and building ma¬ 
terials. 

When making decisions on 
materials, consider the life of the 
building. Keeping initial costs 
low can mean higher mainte¬ 
nance and operating costs.” 

Design the bam from the floor 
up. Some wall and floor materi¬ 
als are much easier to clean than 
others, consider this when 
choosing flooring. If plastic floor¬ 
ing is going to be used, check to 
see if it will bum or if it is fire 
resistant. 

“If planning a concrete floor, 
there are additives for concrete 
that reduce pore space to below 
bacteria size for better cleaning,” 
says Borg. “The compromise is 
between a rough enough surface 
for traction and one that is 
smooth enough not to create foot 
and skin injuries. Grooves scored 
in the flooring promotes good 
traction for cows and helps pre¬ 
vent injuries.” 

Plan all buried lines carefully. 

Buried large plastic pipes that 
carry manure away must be 
placed, packed with sand and 
backfilled properly so they stand 
up to daily use. Going back in 
and digging up a collapsed pipe 
that wasn’t installed correctly is 
expensive. 

“A common belief is that dairy 
barns don’t need supplemental 
heat, but there is some debate 
on this,” says Borg. “You don’t 
want the bam to get wet inside 
and some heating supplement 
can help keep it dry. Not only is 
it uncomfortable for the cows but 
a damp barn is prone to early 
deterioration.” 

When designing the roof of a 
bam, it is important to consider 
all of the local snow loads. Roofs 
attached to the main barn can 
catch snow drifts and should be 
constructed with stronger raft¬ 
ers. Make sure the insurance on 
your barn covers roof failures 
due to snow. 

Wall coverings should be fire 
resistant. Horizontal wall girts 
for attaching metal sheathing can 
create a runway for mice and a 
horizontal chimney for fire 
spread. Vertical blocking should 
be placed between girts every 
eight to 12 feet or apply the metal 
horizontally to avoid the need for 
wall girts. 

“If designing a dairy, the ma¬ 
terial used for lining the milk 
house also deserves a little extra 
consideration, too,” adds Borg. 

“Puck board or high density 
polyethylene has become popu¬ 
lar for this purpose. Nothing 
sticks to this recycled product, 
and that makes it tough to seal 
sheets together. The material 
also has a very high expansion 
rate when heated which could 


half the electricity used for 
equivalent air flow and, because 
of greater efficiency, fewer units 
are needed. 

“These are just some of the 
considerations that need to be 
addressed when building a new 


barn,” adds Borg. “Before you 
start construction, contact your 
local Agriculture engineer or 
dairy association for additional 
information. A little advance 
planning can save time and 
money in the long run.”

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Carslairs asks for county support for multi-use facility

The Carstairs Futures Com¬ 
mittee is hoping its plea to the 
County of Mountain View will 
stir up some financial support 
for their proposed multipurpose 
facility. 

In a presentation to the coun¬ 
cil at their meeting last Wednes¬ 
day, members of the committee 
requested the county cover the 
tab of $200,000 for 12 acres of 
land preparation for a combined 
arena and school facility. 

"What we are trying to do in 
Carstairs is to blur the line 
between community and educa¬ 
tional facilities, " said Warren 
Smith, principal of the Hugh 
Sutherland School which is in 
bad need of repair. 

The committee has received 
word their district has received 


$2.5 million for modernization 
of the school facilities. The Fu¬ 
tures Committee was formed last 
fall when it became clear that 
amount of money was not suffi¬ 
cient to fund the modernization 
of the very old and run down 
school. The focus then changed 
to the possibility of construc¬ 
tion of a new school connected 
to a gymnasium and arena which 
could become a whole commu¬ 
nity facility funded by both the 
school board and the town resi¬ 
dents. 

The logic behind the idea is 
that it would offset costs of con¬ 
struction for all three buildings 
which need to be rebuilt. The 
arena in Carstairs is approach¬ 
ing 50 years old. 

"There is significant cost sav¬ 


ings that can be offered," said 
Ken Smith, co-chair of the com¬ 
mittee. 

"We have terrific support from 
the whole community," said Ken. 
He informed the county that a 
questionnaire had been distrib¬ 
uted to residents at a public 
forum in February asking what 
the residents thought of the 
multi-use idea. He reported 88% 
were in favor of pursuing that 
avenue. 

County councillors are con¬ 
sidering the request for the 
money to prepare the ground 
for construction. Smith was hop¬ 
ing to have their response by 
the beginning of June to in¬ 
clude in the business proposal 
the committee has to complete 
and send to Alberta Education. 


"We are at a point where we 
have to get our business plan 
done before we can go to the 
next step," said co-chair Cathy 
Westland. But, she added the 
decision by the county to spend 
the money would not be the 
deal breaker even though the 
committee sincerely hoped for 
their support. 

The councillors chose not to 
make their decision immedi¬ 
ately because they had some 
concerns they wanted to exam¬ 
ine before handing over the 
money. 

Coun. Linda Burrell raised 
the question that if the first 
stage of the construction was 
to be the school and there was 
no guarantee the arena would 
be attached in the future the 


county may be funding some¬ 
thing that is not a part of their 
mandate. 

"I have a problem spending 
municipal dollars on the educa¬ 
tional side," said Burrell. 

Coun. Harvie agreed. "What 
kind of precedent may it set?" he 
asked. 

Coun. Penner said he felt the 
$200,000 cost of the site prepara¬ 
tion was not out of line. 

Westland reported about 
$125,000 has been raised towards 
the project in the community 
through a variety of fundraisers 
with more to come. 

Warren sat with crossed fin¬ 
gers as he told the councillors 
the committee hoped to start the 
groundwork this fall or next 
spring.

■ Holiness at dose Quarters

For yard maintenance gu¬ 
ru’s this has been another sea¬ 
son of anticipated frustration. 
Cold, snow, wind, 
frost, and now rain 
have damaged our 
trees and our per¬ 
ennials and our 
egos, while delay¬ 
ing the planting of 
our annuals and 
our annual enjoy¬ 
ment. The only 
thing that is in full 
bloom is... the dan¬ 
delion. Yet, all is 
not lost. Parkland 
Agri Services is 
ready to help you to "Curtail" 
even this bloomin’ problem. 
With hard work, good weather 
and a little luck, there may 
still come a time when the 
yard will look "perfect." 

This desire for perfection is 
a driving force in many areas 
of our lives, including faith. 
We have some expectations 
and hopes that the church, as 
a purveyor of faith, will be 
"perfect" (people who take 
their faith seriously, and of¬ 
ten too seriously, prefer the 
word "holy"). These guru’s of 
faith point to passages such as 
1 Peter 1:16 which reads, "You 
shall be holy, for (God| is holy." 
Yet, most of us are aware that 
the church is not yet perfect. 
In fact, there are lots of dande¬ 
lions blooming in our midst. 

How do we account for this 
failure to be perfect? Does the 
presence of sin and sinners 
discount the church’s claim to 


the pursuit of holiness? In 
looking to Jesus Christ as the 
author and perfector of faith 
Christians note that Jesus did 
not pursue holiness by main¬ 
taining a cautious distance 
from sin but instead 
engaged and trans¬ 
formed it. The 
Christian church 
exists today for the 
purpose of gather¬ 
ing sinners together 
who will allow them¬ 
selves to be engaged 
and transformed by 
this same Christ. 
This holiness is not 
so much a state of 
perfection as a di¬ 
rection pursued. 
People who take their faith 
seriously are being trans¬ 
formed, day by day, from one 
degree to another into the im¬ 
age of their God and Saviour, 
Jesus Christ. 

Rather than chiding the 
church for its lack of holiness, 
we should be thankful that 
there is a place where imper¬ 
fect sinners can go to meet 
their perfect God. Perhaps 
there is a place for you and me 
in these churches.

Every time a client walks 
into Susan Vickers' business the 
fur flies - literally. 

Vickers loves her new found 
career of pet grooming and 
likes being her own boss at The 
Pet Salon. 

"Why didn't I think of this 
when I was 18," she says. 

Better late than never she 
figures. 

"The idea of starting this just 
sort of came to me." 

So, Vickers set out to get all 
of her training to make herself 
proficient in the art of dog groom¬ 
ing. She already had taken two 
years of Animal Health Care at 
Lakeland College in Vermillion. 
Her next step was to take a four 
month dog grooming course at 
the Alberta Academy of Dog 
Grooming in Rocky Mountain 
House. After six months work¬ 
ing as an assistant to her in¬ 
structor, Vickers was ready to 
head out on her own. 

The Pet Salon has been offi¬ 
cial for just over a year now. 

Vickers says she loves her 
job so much that she hopes to 
make it a full-time venture. (She 
currently works part-time in 
the dairy industry.) 

She reports her workload is 
about six dogs per week. "I'd 
really like to be busier than that." 

The Pet Salon is a place to 
have your pooch pampered with 
a refreshing bath, a hair cut, 
nails trimmed and ears cleaned. 
She calls it a "full meal deal." 
Vickers said because of her ani¬ 
mal health training she is also 
able to watch for any apparent 
abnormalities in a dog's health 
and report it to the owner who 
can then take the pet to a 
veterinarian. 


The pet grooming indus¬ 
try has many advantages ac¬ 
cording to Vickers. She re¬ 
cently saw in a magazine that 
it is among the top six pay¬ 
ing jobs that requires its 
practitioners to have little 
to no training. 

Vickers also has an appar¬ 
ent love of the dogs she pam¬ 
pers. She says she also breeds 
poodles as a sideline. 

"They are my four-legged kids," 
She also has a two legged son 
who has no interest in the busi¬ 
ness according to Vickers. 

"I love animals. The best part of 
my job is that I like the satisfaction 
of seeing a good job. I get a lot of 


pride in my work," she says. 

Her methods of reaching po¬ 
tential customers have ranged 
from newspaper advertising to 
a booth at the local Farmer s 
Market. But, she says the most 
effective for her so far has been 
word of mouth. 

"Once somebody knows 
about me and they come to 
have their dog groomed I usu¬ 
ally get repeat customers. It's 
just getting them here the 
first time," she says.

Seeding progressed over 
the last week in Alberta and 
northeastern British Colum¬ 
bia. However, rain halted 
seeding throughout many 
regions late in the week and 
over the weekend. Alberta 
Pool reporting staff estimate 
70% of provincial crops have 
been seeded to date. This com¬ 
pares to 63% last week and 
81% last year. The 10 year 
average is 67% for this time 
of year. 

Seeding is furthest along 
in southern Alberta with 
Crop Districts (C.D.) #2 
(Brooks - Lethbridge) and 
C.D. #3 (Claresholm 
Cardston) reporting 99 and 
98% seeded. In C.D. #12 
(Lac La Biche - St. Paul) and 
C.D. #15B (South Peace) 
only 16% of the crop has been 
seeded.

Twenty-Seven (16) % of re¬

Delays in seeding, com¬ 
pounded by additional mois¬ 
ture may cause some farmers 
to change seeding plans in 
many areas of C.D.’s #12, 
#13, (Lac La Biche - St. Paul 
and Barrhead - Athabasca) 
and the Peace regions. Deci¬ 
sions centre around the 
number of days for crop ma¬ 
turity and frost concerns 
prior to harvest. Rain was 
welcomed in southern Al¬ 
berta with amounts ranging 
from just over an inch to in 
excess of three and a half 
inches in some locations. 

The winter wheat and fall 
rye crops are in generally 
good condition, with survival 
rates of 78% and 85% respec¬ 
tively. 

There is a general need for 
warm weather across the re¬ 
porting districts in the com¬ 
ing weeks to advance seed¬ 
ing to completion and pro¬ 
mote crop growth.

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Stork’s-Bill increasing in Western Canada 

- An understanding ot biology and control necessary 


Stork’s-bill, a persistent and 
adaptable weed, is a primary 
concern to growers in Mani¬ 
toba, Saskatchewan, and cen¬ 
tral and southern Alberta. Al¬ 
though it has been present as a 
weed in farmyards and on 
roadsides for many years, it is 
increasing in distribution and 
density and is now prevalent on 
both cultivated and non-culti- 
vated agricultural land. Spe¬ 
cifically, Stork'8-bill is becom¬ 
ing a major weed problem in 
reduced tillage systems and 
with continuous cropping. 

Stork’s-bill can grow as an 
annual or winter annual, 
spreading by seed only. Accord¬ 
ing to weed scientist Bob 
Blackshaw, with Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada at 
Lethbridge, Alberta, Stork’s-bill 
is a strong competitor and 
heavy infestations of the weed 
can dramatically reduce crop 
yield. 

"This is especially true in 
drier years," notes Blackshaw. 
Stork’s-bill can emerge and 
grow before the crop and most 
other broadleaf weed species. 
As well, it continues to germi¬ 
nate throughout the growing 
season, and therefore, it is not 
unusual to have several flushes 
of seedlings." 

Stork’s-bill is a problem in 
many crops. It is particularly a 
concern in crops such as canola, 
because there are no herbicides 
registered to control this weed, 
thus making herbicide and crop¬ 
ping choices critical. An under¬ 
standing of the biology and con¬ 
trol of Stork’s-bill is necessary 
in order to plan an effective 
control program. 

Stork’s-bill is well adapted 
to the Canadian prairies. It 


grows in the arid to semi-arid 
regions, and has spread into 
areas with high rainfall and into 
irrigated fields. It occurs 
throughout the cropping area in 
the dark brown, brown, thin 
black and grey wooded soil zones. 
Stork’s-bill grows well at tem¬ 
peratures of 15 to 25“C; typical 
temperatures during May and 
June on the prairies. 

Annual Stork’s-bill plants 
germinate in the spring, flower, 
and produce seed in the fall. 
Winter annual plants germinate 
in the fall, survive the winter as 
a rosette, then produce flowers 
and seed in the early summer, 
allowing them a distinct com¬ 
petitive advantage over the crop. 

The seedlings are most easily 
recognized by the distinctive 
cotyledons (seed leaves) which 
are deeply divided into three 
leaves, the end lobe being larger 
than the lateral lobes. Unlike 
the cotyledons, the first true 
leaves are finely divided. The 
stems and leaves have bristly 
hairs. The juvenile plant forms 
a dense cluster of leaves and 
stems that grow closely to the 
ground, resembling those of a 
carrot. Each leaf is divided into 
three to seven pairs of stalkless 
leaflets. The leaflets are irregu¬ 
larly divided into narrow feather¬ 
like lobed or toothed segments 
and are often tinged red. The 
leaves are mostly basal and more 
or less covered with short, stiff 
hairs. 

Stork’s-bill has its own disper¬ 
sal mechanism, and can explo¬ 
sively throw seeds up to 50 cm 
from the plant. According to Kim 
Stromme, Agronomy Technician 
with Alberta’s Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development, plants 
growing with little or no compe-

tition can produce several thou¬ 
sand seeds per plant. 

"Stork’s-bill seeds can spread 
over large distances, by wind 
and water, moving machinery, 
and through contaminated hay 
and seed,” says Stromme. "And 
dry seeds have tightly twisted 


coiled awns that corkscrew the 
seed into the soil, a self-burial 
mechanism." 

Producers who do not have 
Stork’s-bill should use preven¬ 
tive measures and control the 
spread of any small infestations 
of Stork’s-bill.
